The study of Christian Sclence, and 
worry over her inability to understand 
its teachings, caused Mrs. Johanna Cre- 
celfus to lose her mind, Attorney Julius 
R. Nolte declared Wednesday to the 
Clayton jury which is to try Mrs. Cre- 
celilus for the murder of her husband, 
Louis Crecelius, at their home in Oak- 
ville last February. 

“Her mother, Mrs. Piper, was a Chris- 
tian Scientist,”’ the lawyer said, in out- 
' Vining his defense to the jury, “‘and from 
her she got books which she srudied and 
tried to understand, but could not. The 
only idea she seemed able to grasp wa« 
that whatever you believe will come 
- true. She brooded over this thought, 
and over the hard parts of the books, 
until her mind was gone.” 

Nolte said Crecelius knew for weeks 
before the tragedy that his wife was 
ingane and was likely to kil] him. 


maggoané Wept Over Her Condition. 
, t he loved her so much,” the law- 


yer continued, “that he could not bear 
to have her placed in an institution, 
and chose rather to take the risk and 
bear the annoyance, Three days before 
the killing he broke down and wept as 
he told others of his family that her 
mind was gone, but that he was un- 
willing to have her placed under re- 
straint.’ — 

Mrs. Crecelius; who is 338 years old, 
shot her middle-aged husband az he lay 
‘dn bed before daylight the morning 0% 
Feb. 7. She then threw her revolver 
@ut of the window and ran down the 
road in her night clothes.

Mre. Crecelius, wearing a gray and 


white striped dress,. with a.low white 
collar and a gingham apron, appeared 
calm und ‘followed all the movements 
in the case. “There was a lawyer's ar- 
gument whether the State should be 
permitted to amend its information 
against her by changing the word “this” 
to “her” at places where the former 
word had been carelessly applied to the 
woman defendant. Judge Wurdeman 
gtanted permission-to make this amend- 
ment. 

Deputy Sheriff Lill was seated directly 
behind her, to prevent her from attempt- 
ing to harm herself or anyone else. This 
precaution was taken because of the 
women’s actions.in the St. Louis City 
Hospitel observation ward, where she is 
said to: have stiown a disposition ‘to do 
hérself bodily harm. 

Prosecuting Attorney Lashly said the 
State expected to prove that Mrs. Cre- 
celius, aftér violent quarrels with her 
husband, harbored malice against him 
and premeditated vengeance. 

Nolte then outlined the defense, based 
on insanity, and after speaking of the 
part which he believed Christian Sci- 
ence had played, said Dr. Scharff of 
Fenton had advised, some time before 
the killing, ‘that Mrs. Crecelius be placed 
in an asylum. He then told of the hus- 
band’s unwillingness to let her be taken 

On .the day before the killing, the 
lawyer said, at her mother’s home, Mrs. 
Crecelius pulled off her husband's cap, 
ran into the yard with it, and sang in 
a@ manner indicating that she was un- 
balanced. At the St. Louis City Hospi- 
tal, where she has been held awaiting 
trial," Nolte said, she has shown evi- 
dence of insanity, singing, weeping and 
. sprinkling salt on the floor to keep away 
evil spirits. She has not been raving, 
he said, but she has been unbalanced.

Indianapolis Girl Leaves Note 
Saying Husband Had Mur- 
dered Man.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind.,. Sept. 24.— 
Audra Baker Anderson, who says she 
Was married to Roy Anderson, be- 
lieved to be Joseph Ellis, the slayer 
of Schlansky, at Danville, MWil., at- 
tempted to commit suicide here to- 
day. 

The girl, who is 16 years old, told 
the police after she had shot herself, 
that She had married Anderson July 
5, and that her husband had deserted 
her a’ week later. The,police are in- 
vestigating the assértions made by 
the girl. i 

At the hospital, physicians said Mrs. 
Anderson. probably would.not recover. 

The girl said she had recognized her 
husband from the description of the 
Schlansky slayer and that photographs 
sent out by the Pittsburg Police De- 
partment were those of the man she had 
married. The murderer registered at a 
hotel here as Anderson. 

In her room were found letters to her 
mother, Mrs. Iona Baker of Danville, in 
which the girl said she was going to 
kill herself because her husband had 
murdered a man. FE:nclosed were news- 
paper accounts of Schlansky’s death. 

Either Joseph Ellis, alias Fred Bro- 
kaw, alias W. R. Anderson, alias Fred 
Boley, wanted here for the murder of 
Toseph Schlansky, a secondhand clothes 
dealer, in a room in the Oneida Hotel, 
Monday night, has a double, or he is 
not under arrest in San Francisco, as 
reported last night, according to the 
local police.

Department, after the man had lured a 
secondhand dealer to a hotel and robbed 
him, was identified positively by four 
persons here as that of the man who 
killed Schlansky. The photograph was 
identified by Lewis and Jacob Schlian- 
sky, sons of the murdered man, W. 
Cc. Myer, day clerk at the hotel, and 
the clerk in a loan office, in which 
tthe watch stolen from Maurice Raff in 
Louisville, was found. 

Detective Captain Holtz was positive 
in his statement today that the slayer 
of Schlansky would be captured soon. 
He said the operations of the man had 
attracted wide attention to the case, and 
police in all cities had been put on the 
lookout for him. The local police do 
not believe the man arrested in San 
Francisco is Ellis or Brokaw. 

The operations of Ellis were similar 
in all cities he visited. Here he called 
atthe Schlansky store, and told him he 
had something at his room in the ho- 
tel which he wanted to sell. Schlansky 
accompanied him to the room and, it 
is supposed,.resisted the attempt to rob 
him and was killed. 

After murdering the merchant, the 
man discarded a ‘collar, walked to a 
near bx store where he purchased an- 
other and then, returning to the lobby 
of the hotel, remained for.an hour or 
more. Late in the afternoon te slayer 
returned to his room and, ‘then going to 
the Union Station, got his suitcase 
from the checkroom and is believed 
to have caught an east bound train. 

From information gathered by the 
police, Ellis committed similar robberies 
in Louteville last week and left there 
Saturday for Indianapelia Previous to 
the Loulsvilie robberies the man is sup-

She called to the dog, but he paid no 
attention, and she was horrifed, an in- 
stant later, to see him fasten his pow- 
erful grip at the base of one of the 
cow’s horns, and pull it loose from tha 
cow's head. 

Mrs. Hausmann ran toward-the Mc- 
Cluney house, and called Charles Har- 
mon, superintendent of the place, and 
Chauncey Matthews, the chauffeur. 
They tried to separate the animals, but 
the dog, though beaten with an iron 
bar, would not let go his hold, which 
he had shifted to the cow’s nose and 
mouth. 

The cow's forefeet were pressing heav- 
ily on the dog, and the pain of his po- 
sition seemed to add to the determina- 
jion with which Rodney Stone gripped 
his antagonist. When the men’s efforts 
failed, Mrs. Hausmann seized her dog’s 
collar, but was unable to pull him 
loose. 

When both animals were growing 
weary, Mrs. Hausmann. grasped the 
dog’s hind legs and Matthews seized 
the cow’s body, and by their utmost ef- 
forts, they pulled the animals apart. 

The cow is under the care of a vet- 
erinary.

judicial record at the coming term. 

Mrs. Mackay, whose husband suddenly 
left America last June, taking with him 
their three. children,. was served ‘with 
the papers in the alienation svwit in 
which grave charges were made a short 
time before Mackay sailed. The service 
was accepted in her behalf hv Arthur 
C. Train, her’ personal counsel, who 
‘(now represents her tn association with 
Henry W. Taft, brother of the former 
President. 

Blakes Separated for a Year. 

George Gordon Battle aamitted that 
he had been consulted by Mrs. Blake 
and that there had been a discussion 15 
to legal action, but against whom it 
was to be directed he would not say. 
He did admit that there had been tail: 
of divorce proceedings by Mrs. Blake 
against her husband, but this, he ada- 
ed, had resulted in nothing, and he cil) 
believed there was hope of a reconcille- 
tion between the couple. The Blakes are 
living apart and have been for cousicd- 
erably more than a year. 

It was understood among their 
friends that they had reached an ami- 
cable agreement to disagree, and so 
Mrs. Blake, with their two sons, both 
of whom are in Yale, took up her resi- 
dence at 36 East Seventy-fifth street.

He was 
nominated on October 2, 1912, and almost 
immediately he began to solicit and ob- 
tain large sums of money for campaign 
purposes. He went at his campaign for 
money with system, cool deliberation 
and cunning schemes to conceal what 
hse got. . 

“Five days after he was nominated 
he made a public annuoncement that 
he would have no campaign collectors 
or financial managers, and yet at that 


ready running a secret campaign ac- 
count, and he himself had collectors 
working for him, scouring the city and 
state for checks and cash. 


Had “Bagmen,” Says Richards. 
“He preferred, first, currency which 


had no earmarks, next checks to bearer 
or cash, next checks to the order of 
someone other than himself, and if 
this were impossible, he was willing to 
take checks to his own order. He had 
.more than one ‘bagman,’ which, I be- 
lieve, is a favored expression of his. He 
had a bag himself, which was as open 
tu a $10,000 contribution as to a $2 one. 

“We shall show this Court instances 
of his requests that checks should he 
made to the order of someone other 
than himself: that he preferred cash 
to checks, and that when some of his 
collectors came in with checks he 
asked them in the future to cash the 
checks and bring the cash. 

“He did more than collect and hold 
these checks. He intended to keep 
them. He had no thought of return- 
ing the surplus to the contributors, for 
it will clearly appear that he used and 
intended to use their contributions to 
buy stocks and to supply margin for 


Accounts Kept by Governor. 

“He had many ways of getting money, 
and he had many ways of disposing of 
it. 

“During the period from October to 
1912, into and out of the 
campaign bank account of his secre- 
tary, Louis Sarecky, went practically 
$12,..0 about $7000 more than the de- 
fendant reported in the post-election 
statement. Into Sulzer’s Farmers Loan 
and Trust Co. account went $15,000 
more. To Harris and Fuller, stock- 
brokers went $10,000, to Bover, Gris- 
wold and Co., $12,000, and to Fuller and 
Gray, $17,000. Of these amounts over 
$40,000 was in currency.” 

fhe Prosecuting Attorney then took 
up the Governor's statement of cam- 
paign expenses which recorded the re- 
ceipt of but $5460. 

“He reports 68 contributors,’’ Richards 
continued, ‘‘and while they are undoubt- 
edly esteemed men there is not to be 
found among them-any man of promi- 
hence in the financial world, not a sin- 
gle contributor whose name could carry 
meaning to such electors as might ex- 
amine the statement. 

“There is no report of any contribu- 
tions from such financial magnates as 
Jacob H, Schiff or E. C. Benedict; nor 
from Myers, the banker,:nor from Mor- 
genthau or McCombs, nor from wealthy 
men identified with the brewing and liq- 
uor interests, whose contributions had 
been received by the respondent.

DELAYS IN COURT 


Appointment of More Judges 
Would Speed Justice, R. F. 
Lozier Asserts. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Sept. 24.—A mid- 
dle. course between that laid by per- 


sons who “ridicule the law as change- 
less and antiquated,”’ and the paths pur- 
sued by another faction that asserts 
that our law “is the perfection of rea- 
son and its administration faultless,’’ 
was advocated today at the annual 


meeting of the Missouri Bar. Associa- 
tion in the address of the president, 
Ralph F. Lozier of Carrollton. 

The law’s delay, unreasonable ad- 
herence to technicalities and prece- 
dents and the annulling of statutes 
by judicial construction and enjoin- 
ing their enforc2ment, were the points 
emphasized by Lozier in his plea for 
reform of court procedure. 

Touching the law’s delay, the 
speaker compared conditions in Mis- 
souri today with those described by 
Charles Dickens in Bleak House in 
which the case of “Jarndyce vs. Jarn- 
dyce” dragged through generations, 
leaving misery and even death in its 
wake. 


Tardiness is Denial of Justice, 
“Tardy justice,’ he said, “ig the de- 


nial of justice... The machinery of the 
law is unreasonably cumbersome. By 
reason of the law's delay a just cause 
may be denied judicial enforcement for 
years and often defeated. Our proced- 
ure encourages vexatious litigation. 
Postponement of the day of judgment 
enables a suitor, whose causa is not 
meritorious, to harass his opponent and 
too frequently defeat a just cause. 

“It should be made possible for any 
litigant to have his cause determined in 
the trial court in 30 or 60 days after 
its institution.’’ 

As a remedy for this condition, Lo- 
zier recommended there be more Judges. 
The dockets of State courts, he said, 
often were filled a year ahead and 
Judges not only could not cover the 
Cases promptly, but in their haste to 
surmount the mass of work ahead often 
were forced to give cases an inadequate 


consideration.

St. Louis ‘Conference Adopts 
Resolutions Censuring Trus- 
tees’ Acceptance of $1,000,000. 


LINN OPPOSES ACTION 


New President of Certral Col- 
lege Takes Stand Against 
Bishop’s Position. 


JACKSON, Mo., Sept. 24.—A resolution 
condemning the trustees of Vanderbilt 
University, Nashville, Tenn., for ac- 
cepting $1,000,000 from Andrew Carnegie, 
was adopted today by the St. Louis 
conference of the Methodist Church, 
South, at the opening meeting of its 
six-day session here. There Was a 
spirited debate, but the vote was al- 
most unanimous. 

The Carnegie gift was announced last 
May, and was for the enlargement of 
the university’s medical department. 
The college of Bishops of the church. 
meeting a month later, declared that 
the trustees had exceeded their author- 
ity in accepting the gift, and that tne 
provisions made by Carnegie for its ad- 
ministration would divert the university 
from the trusts on which its property 
has been held. They said they would 
be glad to accept the money withour 
the conditions, but as this was not pos- 
sible, they vetoed the trustees’ action. 

Centrol of School at Issue. 

The trustees decided to ignore the 
Bishop’s veto, and to defend in the 
courts their right to administer the 
university’s financial affairs. 

The matter resolved itself into a ques- 
tion whether the Bishops or the trus- 
tees should control the institution, and, 
from the Bishops’ standpoint, whether 
the university should continue to be a 
church school or should be secularized. 

The Carnegie gifts to education are 
made under conditions that require in- 
dependence of sectarian control. 

Bishop Hoss, who is presiding over the 
conference here, was one of the most 
outspoken advocates of the policy which 
the Bishops adopted in the Carnegie 
matter. The resolution, introduced by 
the Rev. .Clarence Burton of Jackson 
and Presiding Elder Hays of the 
Charleston district, strongly commended 
Bishop Hoss for his stand. 

Linn Sides With Trustees. 

The Rev. Paul H. Linn of St. Louis, 
newly appointed president of Centrai 
College, and the Rev. W. F. McMurry of 
the church extension board, took the 
trustees’ side of the argument, and their 
arguments were answered by several of 
the bishops’ partisans. Bishop Hoss 
showed satisfaction at the vote in his 
favor. 

The Rev. Marvin T. Haw of St. Paul’s 
Church, St. Louis, was elected secretary 
of the conference. The Bishop's cabinet 
of presiding elders was scheduled to 
meet Wednesday afternoon, to discuss 
assignments for the next year. These 
assignments will be announced next 
Monday, at the close of the conference.

DECISION IN THAW. 
EXTRADITION CASE 
NEXT MONDAY 


Gov. Felker Defers Ruling to 
Await Filing of Supplemen- 
tary Briefs. 


JEROME DEMANDS SLAYER 


Reveals Fugitive Was Indicted 
and Vows He Will Be Tried 
if Returned. 


By Associated Press. 
CONCORD, N. H., Sept. 24.—Gov. Fel- 


ker will not make known his decision in 
the Thaw extradition hearing until next 
Monday. At the conclusion of argu- 
ments for and against the delivery of 
the Matteawan fugitive to the State of 
New York, Gov. Felker gave counsel 
until Monday to file supplementary 
briefs. 


The duty of the State of New Hamp- 
shire toward Thaw was the subject of 
exhaustive argument before Gov. - Fel- 
ker. The legal battle in which William 
Travers Jerome, Special Deputy Attor- 
ney-General of New York State, which 
seeks to obtain the extradition of Thaw 
as a fugitive from justice, was pitted 
against three of the fugitive’s array of 
counsel was dramatic at times and near 
the close almost developed into a per- 
sonal contest. 

To the charge that he had resorted to 
subterfuge and was moved by ulterior 
motives in his determination of return- 
ing Thaw to the Matteawan Insane Asy- 
lum, Jerome retorted with unusual feel- 
ing that the State of New York would 
not permit its justice to be defeated by 
the corrupt use of Thaw money. 

Thaw Indictment Revealed. 

Seated beside Gov. Felker was Attor- 
ney-General Tuttle, by whose opinion 
the executive had said he will be guided. 
‘ During Jerome’s arguments, new an- 
gles in the case developed... One that 
Appeated té take the opposing counsel 
by surprise was that Thaw is now un- 
der indictment _in Dutchess County, 
charged with conspiracy to escape from 
the insane asylum. Jerome gave his 
word that Thaw, would be placed on 
trial if returned to New. York State. 

These assertions were coupled with the 
explanation that the returning of the in- 
dictment had been kept secret in order 
that evidence inight be presented to the 
jury against “‘the instigator of this plot, 
aman of more importance than any one 
yet mentioned in this proceeding.’’ 

Judge Chase, in turn, suggested the 
idea that New York State had no right 
to confine Thaw, who, he said, was a 
citizen of Pennsylvania, and should, by 
right, have been returned to that State 
when he was adjudged insane. 

In opening, Jerome stated the Govern- 
or had no alternative to honoring the 
request of the New York authorities. 

Conspiracy Charge Tramped Up. 

Judge Chase followed with the argu- 
ment that Thaw was insane ‘when he 
escaped from Matteawan, and therefore 
is irresponsible. The charge of conspir- 
acy had been trumped up, he said, for 
the purpose of returning Thaw to the 
asvlum. 

Speaking in a similar vein, former Gov. 
Stone declared there was no law to 
punish a lunetic for escaping from an 
asylum. 

George F. Morris, third of Thaw’s 
counsel, attacked the petition for extra- 
dition, saying it sought to do indirectly 
what its sponsors could not do directly. 

Jerome, replying, safd he never had 
heard a more extraordinary argument 
advanced 
a forced and fraudulent public opinion 
the Governor of New Hampshire could 
and -*suld find a reason or an excuse 
for disregarding the petition for a writ 
of extradition and for refusing to per- 
form a duty laid upon him by the Con- 
stitution of the United States.

hard with either hand, and in a num- 
ber of instances he had the St. Louis 
boy worried by hard hooks to the body.

- landed by Sanders in the seventh round, 
when he placed a left hook to McGov- 
ern’s left side just below the short rib 
that made the St. Louis boxer gasp and 
drop his glove to the Injured spot. 


_ At long-range boxing McGovern’s 
speed and accuracy showed to great ad- 
vantage and he peppered his opponent 
with swift left jabs to the face, now 
and then shooting over a fast right 
cross-counter that seldom missed its 
mark and several times sent Sanders 
reeling to the side. 


But it was McGovern’s straight left 
that did most of the damage in his 
favor, and many times he beat his 
opponent to the punch and made San- 
ders fan the air with right and left 
avings that had plenty ef force to 
them and woulg have done injury had 
they landed. 

Sanders’ best blows were to the body, 
though many of his hard left swings 
and hooks were cleverly blocked when 
they landed on the elbow and forearm 
of Benny’s right guard. At close quar- 
ters, however, he managed to score a 
number of hard punches with his right 
to McGovern’s stomach, and the local 
lad was made to clinch on these occa- 
sions to escape punishment. 


For the benefit of those who say that 
McGovern always waits for his oppo- 
nent to do the leading, it may be men- 
tiened that in the first round of the bout 
last night McGovern was the first to 
lead and landed a hard straight left 
flush between the eyes and followeJ 
this up ~ith a right to the head before 
SanGeew could escape.

CGOVERN was cool, careful and

ON OIL PIPE LINES 


New Solicitor-General Assails 
Preliminary Injunction Issued 
by Commerce Court, 


WASHINGTON; -Sept. 24.—The Fed- 
eral government today began its fight 
in the United States Supreme Court. to 


establish the constitutionality of the 
provision of the. Interstate Commei¢e 
act making pipe lines common carriers. 

In bis first brief as Solicitor-General 
of the United States, John W. Davis 
vigorously assails the preliminary in- 
junction issued on the ground of un- 
constitutionality by the Commerce Court, 
against the order of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission directing pipe 
lines to file rate tariffs as common 
carriers. 

Control of pipe lines by large in- 
terests with power to compel smal! 
producers to sell their oil or wells to 
pipe line owners at the latter’s price 
are sources of monopoly at which 
Congress aimed to strike by opening 
the pipe lines to the reasonable and 
ecuitable use of all, contends the So- 
licitor-General. 

Due Process Clause Not Violated. 

“The due process’’ clause of the Con- 
stitution is not violated, he declares, 
because it does not prevent Congress 
from regulating commerce; nor does 
such legislation violate the constitution- 
al prohibition against taking property 
for public use without compensatiun 
because the users of the pipe lines as 
common carriers must pay a reasonabie 
rate, 

“It is indisputably clear,’’ he contin- 
ued, “‘that the evil aimed at by Cor- 
gress in making pipe lines common car- 
riers was the monopoly of the oil busi- 
ness by the Standard Ol! Co,, a monoo- 
oly largely, if not chiefly, due to the 
ownersh.p or control by that corpora- 
tion of 90 per cent of the-pipe lines.” 

“It is idle to suggest,’”’ argues Da- 
vis, ‘“‘that individual well owners or 
refiners ought to build pipe lines of their 
own. Every farmer might equally as 
well construct a railroad and every 
cottage have its private gas plant.” 
Seurce of Enormous Capitalizations. 

It is largely the use of this potent 
instrument of transportation, he says, 
that has built up these enormous capi- 
talizations.

Competition between two hucksters 
has -resulted in the arrest, the police 
say, of a man who, pretending to be an 
Illinois farmer, has duped boarding 
house keepers and small grocers for the 
last six months by sélling ‘spoiled eggs 
at bargain prices. 

Three persons have identified George 
Goebel, 42 years old, of 4423 Grace ave- 
nue, who was arrested Tuesday evening, 
as the huckster who sold them bad eggs 
and shortweight potatoes. The police 
will ask for a warrant for Goebel, charg- 
ing him with obtaining money under 
false pretenses. 

Nine GOodg in 30 Dozen. 

Mrs. Kate O’Shay, keeper of a board- 
ing house at 30657 South Broadway, iden- 
tified Goebel at the Wyoming Street 
Police Station as the man who sold 
her 30 dozen “fresh country eggs’’ on 
Sept. 16 for $6.0@. She said that to 
prove the eggs were fresh Goebel broke 
three of them. 

The next day Mrs. 
bake a cake. She broke 72 eggs before 
she found a good one, she said. Out 
of the entire 30 dozen she found only 
nine that were good. 

Mrs. Frank Hecht, owner of a smal] 
grocery store at 7601 Ivory avenue, said 
she paid Goebel $5.10 for a case of 
eggs on Sept. 6, and that every egg in 
the case was bad. Goebel also told her, 
she said, that he was an Illinois farmer. 
He broke two eggs out of the case and 
they were fresh, she said. 

Potatoes in Short Measure. 

Alfred Kuentzel of 3946 Tholozan ave- 
nue pointed Goebel out as the ‘Illinois 
farmer” who had sold him six bushels 
of potatoes for $%. Kuentzel said that 
when he measured the potatoes there 
were only four and one-half bushels. 

Goebel denies the charges. The police 
say they have about 2% other persons 
who will testify that Goebel duped them 
in a similar manner. When arrested, 
Goebel was just driving In his rear yard 
in his huckster wagon. 

When searched at the station, a knife 
with a four and one-half inch blade was 
found in Goebel’s pocket. The police 
say they will also ask for a warrant 
charging him with carrying concealed 
weapons. 

The police say théy first suspected 
Goebel from information furnished by 
another huckster with whom Goebel was 
a competitor.

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POLICE CAPTAINS 
WILL. SERVE AS 
JUVENILE JUDGES 


Directed by Chief Not to Arrest 
Children for Trivial 
Offenses. 


Police Captains will hereafter act as 


!neighborhood juvenile Judges and will 


Settle out of court the less important 
cases. against boys and girls who are 
taken before them by patrolmen on such 
charges as stone throwing -and -apple 
etealing. They will undertake this duty 
under an order from Chief Young, who 
is acting on the suggestion of Hugh 
Fullerton, chief probation officer. 

Fullerton, after several years’ work in 
connection with the Juvenile Court, has 
come to the conclusion that too many 
boys and girls are arraign*®d in that 
court. Many of the charges are trivial 
and dismissed and the fact of being 
arraigned has an ,unfortunate. effect; 
particularly on boys of 10 or 12 years. 

“Some of the boys,’’ says: Fullerton, 
“are humiliated, and feel disgraced by 
the fact of having been arraigned in 
court. Their playmates taunt them, and 
talk of them as if they had served a 
long term in jail. I have known cases 
where the family had to move to an- 
other neighborhood to get away from 
this persecution. 

“On the other hand, some boys make 
it a matter of boast and bravado, and 
from the fact of having been before 
the court take the lead in mischief. 

“There are some cases where the of- 
fense is so serious that the court's at- 
tention is necessary. There are other 
cases. which could be settled out of 
court, but which some aggrieved person 
insists on taking Into court. These 
cases we will have to continue handling 
as we have been doing, but with the 
others Police Captains can help us.” 

Fullerton conferred with Chief Young 
and then,, at the Chief's request, wrote 
him a letter setting forth his plan. The 
Captains will be expected to talk se- 
verely to offending vouths and per- 
haps to threaten occasionally, but not 
to send the cases to court unless they 
feel that it is necessary.

Had Additional Holdings. 

THe Post-Dispatch, June 2%, published 
exclusively the list of St. Louis. stock- 
holders of the Irisco, with the amount 
of shares held by each and the losses 
resulting from the receivership. The 
atock books showed that at that time 
Campbell owned , approximately 7000 
shares, of which 1072 was common stock, 
2000 first preferred and 3692 second pre- 
ferred. 

In addition to these holdings, Camp- 
bell told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
Wednesday, the Central Trust Co. of 
New York held for iis account about 
20,000 shares and the total of all his 
Frisco shares, common, first and second 
preferred, would amount to 40,000. B. F. 
Yoakum, who is credited in the stock 
books. with only 216 shares of common 
stock, also held Frisco stock which was 
deposited in the name of the Central 
Trust Co. and did not appear in his 
name. Campbell's Frisco holdings date 
back more than 10 years. 

As to the circular letter to stockhold- 
ers, he said: 

“T have submitted a plain business 
proposition to the stockholders and I 
think it speake for itself. No stock- 
holders’ protective committee has been 
formed that I know of, but there are 
indications that some interests in the 
Kast, brokers I mean, want to organ- 
ize. :

Only 
the American people appear to be unable to get 
what they pay for when they patronize street 
cars.

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KEEP UP THE ST. LOUIS HORSE SHOW. 

_As an interesting form of indoor entertainment 
and a stimulus to the activities of the social sea- 
son, the St. Louis Horse Show has had a success 
justifying its continuance. Abandonment even 
for one year would jeopardize its status as one of 
the permanent institutions of the town, with as- 
sociated features to which not a few St. Louisans 
look forward with pleasurable expectation. 

New York is planning this year to make its 
thirty-ninth Horse Show as brilliant as any of the 
preceding 38. The dates set for it are Nov. 15—22, 
atid competitions in no less than 142 classes, with 
a total of $35,000 in prizes, hardly indicate that 
the purr of the gasoline engine is filling the pub- 
lic ear to the complete exclusion of equine hoof 
beats. 

Along with the decision to continue St. Louis’ 
Horse Show there should be a purpose to double 
and triple the number of its exhibitors and to 
broaden its appeal for horse lovers in this great 
interior horse country. 
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OUR GRANDFATHERS’ POOR LOGIC. 

While Senator Wesley L. Jones of the State of 
Washington was combating in a speech the charge 
that to confer votes on women will tend to break 
fiown feminine standards of refinement and pro- 
priety, Senator Moses E. Clapp of Minnesota in- 
terrupted with this pertinent suggestion: 

Tt is a fact that in the early history of this 
country, in many of the states, ministers of 
the gospel were forbidden to hold office upon 
the theory that politics was so degrading and 
corrupting that the ministers could not with- 
stand its degrading effects. It was not upon 
the theory that the church would dominate 
politics, but upon the theory that politics 
would debase, degrade and lower the dignity 
of the minister of the gospel. 

The theory of some who oppose woman suf- 
-frage is more far-fetched. They say that even to 
advocate votes for women tends to deterioration. 
Dress fads and dances of lowered tone are at- 
tributed to the suffragettes who ask for votes, 
but have not yet been given votes. 

Nobody now charges that acts showing lack 
of dignity or even worse quality on the part-of 
the clergy are due to their eligibility to office. 
Clerical participation in public affairs is almost 
always attended with improvement. The argu- 
ment woman suffrage will seem equally 
quaint and amusing 50 years from now.

Woodrow Wilson may deceive the country inte 
1878. | believing that he is a great President of the 
United States, but he cannot fool Theodore Roose- 
velt. ‘ 

Mr. Roosevelt knows.that there is only one 
native born American citizen who is capable of 
being a great President, and that particular 
citizen never lived in Princeton, N. J. 

Mr. Roosevelt has weighed both the President 
and the Democratic party in the balance and 
they are scandalously wanting. He has made 
“a patient and sincere effort to find out what 
Mr. Wilson means by the New Freedom,” and he 
is in doubt “whether it has any meaning at all.” 

As for the Democratic party, it “can accomplish 
nothing of good unless it deliberately repudiates 
its campaign pledges.” Inasmuch as the Demo- 
cratic party is carrying out its campaign pledges, 
not repudiating them, it therefore follows that 
everything the Democratic party is doing is bad. 
The administration’s meager record thus far “is 
in connection with the tariff and with a discred- 
itable impotence in foreign affairs.” As for the 
tariff, it is “merely a red herring dragged across 
the trail to divert our people from the real is- 
sues.” That would be bad enough, but the worst 
is still to come, for it appears that “the present 
tariff bill has been handled by precisely the same 
improper methods by which the Payne-Aldrich 
law was enacted.” 

This will be news to the protected interests, 

to Wool and Steel and Sugar and Cotton and the 
National Association of Manufacturers. Later 
we shall doubtless learn from Mr. Roosevelt's 
scrupulously truthful pen that the administra- 
tion’s currency bill was drawn to please Wall 
street and the National City Bank. Live and 
learn, live and learn. 
Mr. Roosevelt's attack on Mr. Wilson in his 
Century article comes at a time when the Pres- 
ident has admittedly won the confidence of: the 
intelligent elements of all parties. Tariff. re- 
vision. downward will soon be an accomplished 
fact. .The currency tangle, with which neither 
Mr. Roosevelt nor Mr. Taft made any headway, 
is about to be straightened out. In the Mexican 
matter the policy which Mr. Roosevelt describes 
“discreditable impotence” has been acclaimed 
by practically a unanimous public sentiment, the 
dissenting votes being cast by Theodore Roose- 
vent, William R. Hearst and a New Mexican 
Senator who is avowedly interested in “mining 
in Mexico.” 

When Mr. Roosevelt décided to become a can- 
didate for President in 1912 he had little dif- 
ficulty in destroying Mr. Taft politically, because 
the Taft administration was already discredited 
by its own record. But in promoting his 1916 
ambitions, Mr. Roosevelt is dealing with a dif- 
ferent man and a different situation. In assail- 
ing Woodrow Wilson he is “biting the granite,” 
as Bismarck once said, and while this occupation 
niay amuse a perpetual candidate, it will have 
no serious effect upon the granite. 
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Defiant of the auguries of former returns from 
Elba, Porfirio Diaz is said to have sailed from 
Spain for Mexico. 
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PUBLICITY IN PUBLIC BUSINESS. 

The management of the St. Louis city hospital 
improved steadily after it passed under the con- 
trol of a competent superintendent who con- 
cealed nothing. In “removing the lid” the ex- 
planation he gave was that “publicity and criti- 
cism are indispensable for a public institution.” 

Prior to this there had been disorganization, 
meriting criticism, but using a policy of secrecy 
to avoid it. It was assumed that specialists in 
public employment ought not to be interfered 
with by the public. It took their superiority for 
granted and demanded virtual irresponsibility in 
official action. | 
When Dr. Wayne Smith, who is now leaving 


the service of the city to the city’s regret, took 


charge of the hospital, he accepted his responsi- 
bility. He was more or less mistaken in assuming 
that criticism is an essential of success, for his 
management reduced it to a minimum. The pub- 
lic became aware of results of organization, of 
progressive improvement. With room for further 
improvement always appearing as a result of ef- 
fective organization, the fullest publicity enlisted 
public sympathy and insured public support for it. 

The Post-Dispatch has insisted on the fullest 
publicity in all departments of the public service. 
Such results explain the logic of the demand. 
Criticism may be necessary at times, but it ought 
not to be necessary often. Public sympathy and 
public co-operation are necessary at all times. 
Irresponsibility in office forfeits them and fails. 
When they support a competent management it 
has #6 limit set on its power to improve the pub- 
lic service.

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FOR WHITE SLAVERS ONLY. 

Judge Pollock, in the Federal Court at Wichita, 
ruled in a pending prosecution that conviction 
under the white slave act can be made only on 
proof that the woman in the case was taken 
from one state to another to employ her for 
financial gain in immoral ways. If, he said, it 
could not be proved that the defendant had done 
more than merely to pay the woman's railroad 
fare, and himself engage with her in immoral 
practices, the cdurt would instruct the jury to 
acquit. “The jurisdiction of the Government in 
cases of this kind,” said the Judge, “is based 
upon the commerce clause of the Constitution.” 
This reading of the law leaves to the several! 
states the burden of punishing offenders against 
their statutes forbidding adultery. It will, if sus- 
tained by the highest court, leave the law fully 
effective against actual white slavers, but will 
rob the law of its terror for lesser offenders. 

Judge Pollock was obviously in error when he 
said that it could not have been the purpose of 
Congress Be prevent the personal escapades of 
any man.” That is precisely what it attempted 


to do. It took jurisdiction of every such irregu- 
larity having an Interstate relationship. Yt thrast 
upon the Federal tribunals a great mass of actions 
that heretofore have been confined to police 
courts.

Use of Ailanthus. 


XCELSIOR can be made from any 
or all kinds of woods. According 
to the popular notion, it is a 
product of wood waste, but this 
is not usually the case. But the forest 
service, which has been experimenting 
to discover uses for ailanthus, some- 
times known as paradise tree or tree of 
heaven, finds that it probably will not 
make good excelsior. There are great 
quantities of ailanthus in the East, and 
especially in the Ohio and Mississippi 
Valleys, where it has been naturalized 
from specimens introduced from China, 
until it is now more abundant than 
some of the native species, says the In- 
dianapolis News. Its wood has been 
used in small quantities for boxes and 
crates, but no other use has been re- 
ported The Indiana State Board of For- 
estry and the forest service co-operat- 
ed in obtaining a small consignment for 
an excelsior factory, where it was found 
that ailanthus does not work up to 
good excelsior because the product was 
not springy and the strands tended to 
break and crumble under pressure. This 
may have been due in some measure to 
the fact that the wood had been kiln 
dried, and further experiments will be 
undertaken to see whether air dried ma- 
terial, after a six months’ seasoning, 
will be more satisfactory.

Reduction in Price of Metal 
Causes Selling; London, 
Market Is Quiet. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, ve A.—The Evening 
Post, in its copyrighted financial review 

today, says: 

‘Pressure became 
day and on increas yfferings of most 
of the active shares, prices declined 

2 than a point in some instances. 

‘“Copver stocks were lower on the re- 

n in the selling price of the metal 
re, following the steady decline in 
prices abroad. 

“There was little support for the mar- 
ket on the larger offerings of stocks 
and trading at times became quite ac- 
tive. At no time during the day was 
there much of any buying power mani- 
fested, and the situation was such as 
to make the market easily susceptible 
to operations of those working for a 
decline. 

“One of the factors which caused un- 
settlement in Wall street was the rather 
heavy selling of our stocks for for- 
eign account. This was unexpected, but 
represented little more than 
the readjustment of credits which often 
takes place just before Oct. 1 settlement 
is financed. 

“Some of the selling was obviously 
for Berlin account, and cable advices 
from the other side were more or less 
suggestive of coming tension in the Ger- 
man market. 

“Whether these fears will be realized 
or not, the indications are that Ger- 
many will bid heavily for gold in- the 
London market for some time to come. 

Bank Loses Gold. 

“The Bank of England gave up 
more gold today tor Egypt and India. 
There were no signs of our being 
able to obtain gold in London next 
week, as the foreign exchange mar- 
ket ruled at a level which provided 
little if any profit on such operations 
for New York account. 

“Selling was general in the last 
hour when liquidation of United 
States Steel, Amalgamated Copper and 
Reading reached considerable propor- 
tions. The whole market was heavy 
under this influence and there were 
litle signs of buying, éxcept in New 
Haven, which in contrast with the 
rest of the market, ruled strong at 
advancing quotations. 

“There were 00 rumors to explain 
the movement, as the situation at 
Washington and Boston appeared to 
be little changed. 

“So far as the investment support 
for the high-grade shares was con- 
cerned there wag little ik the mar- 
ket to suggest actua? avsorption by 
the public. : 

“Trading was thoroughly profes- 
sional, but the movement was more 
interesting than that of yesterday, 
when the tone was hesitant and the 
market without definite trend. 

“The market showed a little im- 
provement before the close and some 
of the active shares developed @ 
rallying tendency. 

“The markets abroad were a good 
deal unsettled hy the Contango rates 
at London. For carrying stocks over 
until the next Stock Exchange set- 
tlement rates, were virtually un- 
changed. Sentiment at London was 
somewhat depressed by fears of fur- 
ther congestion developing in the se- 
curity market, as a result of fresh 
quotation of municipal bonds in the 
near future. 

‘Discount rates were higher at Lon- 
don. but the situation. here was for the 
most part unchanged. The banks here 
gained cash from the Subtreasury, and 
there were indications that before long 
there would be a larger inflow from the 
interior, in consequence of the _ dispo- 
sition of interior banks to pay off loans 
here with the funds which they received 
from the Government. 

“The falling off in the inquiry from 
stock market borrowers made it rather 
difficult for the banks to employ at ad- 
vantageous rates what call money they 
had to offer. 

“further selling of United States Gov- 
ernment 2 per cent bonds depressed the 
issue of 1930 to the lowest level touched 
since the close of July.”

The Liverpool wheat market was af- 
fected at the opening by the weakness 
in American cables yesterday. and weak- 
ness in Winnipeg, and prices were 4d 
lower. The heavy Canadian movement 
and offers and free Russian offers -are 
the principal bear factors. ‘During the 
morning the market was comparatively 
dull, but the undertone was steady. 
There is an improved demand for for- 
ward shipment, with distant — offers 
steadier, as the Continent is taking the 
bulk of the Russian shipments. France 
and Germany are buying rather freely. 
There is a good millers’ demand. 

Liverpool corn opened ‘4d lower in 
sympathy with America and the lower 
closing at Buenos Ayres. Following the
